MICROPHONES IN VEHICLES 


Amendment to sub regulation 308A paragraph (3) (b) with effect from 22 
September 2000. The old sub regulation was substituted by r.2.G.N.R.941. This 


amendment allows a person to use any land radio system while he or she is hold- 
ing it. 

The amendment has removed the expiry date on the exemption for land radios. 
A person may therefore use a land radio as stipulated in regulation (3) (b) while 
holding it in his or her hand. 


The exemption of law enforcers and emergency personnel in respect of cell 
phones has been deleted. (They must have a hands free kit). 


The original sub-regulation read: “the phrase cellular or mobile telephone or any 
other communications device excludes land mobile radio transmission and recep- 
tion equipment operating in the frequency band 2 Megahertz to 500 Megahertz 
that is af-fixed to the vehicle or is part of the fixture in the vehicle”.

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


Kobus, ZS6KOB, reports that propagation conditions during the past week were 
weak but nevertheless there were very good openings during late afternoon, 
especially to the East. The sunspot number declined further as expected but 
increased somewhat during the last few days. On Friday it was only 44,3 as 
against 40,1 the previous week. Of course one can not expect much a low sunspot 
number, but never undreestimate conditions, openings can appear unexpectedly 
even with low sunspot numbers. Last week there were excellent conditions even 
on 6 m and on Friday very good conditions towards the East. Use the 20 m 
band around 17:00 towards the East and later towards Europe. We are now in 
solar cycle 23 which will expectedly reach its minimum in 2007 with the start 
of cycle 24.
